Giave of five Who Died of Smallpox 
In 1111 Found In Bellerlea, 
Mats 

Clo«<ly adjoining the site of the 
noston * Maine car shops In Blllerlca. 
•he surveyors discovered a graveatone 
niarkk.g the spot where 100 years sgo 
rive persons, victims of smallpox, were 
burled. 

The stone Is still In good condition. 
..lttiough mosey with age. Tbe foot 
*tone as well as the headstone Is 
solid, giving evidence of careful work 
on the part of tbe ones who placed It 
there. 

The grave was evidently chosen a 
century ago aa a aecluded apot. and 
when found treee, underbrush and 
shrubbery nearly hid It from sight 

The* words on this headstone are: 
Erected in memory of and to deslg 



nate tbe place where Asa Croat. Jr.. 
Levi Frost. Eleanor Farmer. Sarah 
Hodgman and Samuel Batcbelder 
were buried, who died of smallpox. 
August. 1811. 

At first tbe Boston A Maine con- 
sidered getting the consent of the 
state to remove the stone and the 
dust of the bodies, but It has been de- 
cided to let the grave remain where 
It Is. 

So these five persons will rest 
where they are and their bed of the 
last century will not ' ■ disturbed. No 
relative of. the onea l/.irled seem at 
all concerned about t!ic grave and It 
is doubtful if any ueacendants of 
them are living in Blllerlca or Lowell 
at the present time.

If any ingenious person can Invent a 
substitute for corks In champagne hot 
ilea he may be sure of a very com- 
fortable fortune, for champagne corks 
are expensive, a really guod cork coat- 
ing as high as ten cents. 

The reason for this high cost is 
principally the length of time thst 
must elapse before a cork grower 
realise on his Investment. Cbam- 
corka are made only from the 
finest Catalonia corkwood After the 
tree la planted 30 years must elapse 
before It ia ready for tbe first strip- 
ping, but this bark is too coarse for 
champagne corks, as is the second 
bark, taken off eight years later. An- 
other eight years must paaa before a 
champagne cork crop is gathered, 
making in all 46 years that the grow- 
er must wait before he can get any 
material return from bis trees. 

Furthermore, champagne corks are 
cut by hand and not by machinery, aa 
sre lesa expensive corks, ua they must 
be perfect in *t*e and shape, or else 
the quality of tbe wine will 
Harper's Weekly.

The riddle of Lake Baikal, In ren 
ral Asia. Is similar to that of I nk- 

fnnaanylka, In central Africa. In both 
»• f. a large l»o<ly 7if freafe water, re- 
note from the orpan. contains organ- 

.us apparently marine. Both lake*, 
igalu, contain a very large number of 
I'.'des not found elsewhere: I«ake Bal- 
<al contains numerous salmon and 
IpaM aa well as three apecles of her- 
I' also contains a few mollusca 
uf aj parentlr marine forms. 

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures of the lake, perhaps, la that, al- 
lhoi!?h It la fror.*n over for abont five 
fttonrha in the year, the anltnaf life ts 
extremely abundanl and varied. This 
may be partlv accounted for, perhaps, 
by the existence of hot springs. 

One of the latest attempts to an 
*wer the riddle of Lake Baikal Is that 
of the Russian Investigator Berg. Of 
the 33 specimens of fish found In the 
lake he finds that 14 are peculiar to 
It*, while 19 have a wide distribution 
In Siberia and Europe. 

Many of these peculiar species sre 
without near relatione aa>ywhere. Of 
thp mollusca 90 per cent, are peculiar. 

Berg dde» ndt think the facts de 
mm. I the hypothesis that the lake was 
once marine. He believes that It has 
alwaya been fresh and that the fauna 
peculiar to it have had a twofold or- 
igin. A part has originated in the 
lake Itself during the long ages of Its 
existence, and the rest Is a portion of 
the prehistoric fresh water fauna of 
Siberia which It has preaerved — Har- 
per a Weekly.
